The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents" list on the file 
wrapper. In a personal interview, the duplicate copy of the Form is removed and given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview, in (he 
case of a telephone- interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address either with or prior to the next official communication. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following information: 

-Application Number of the application 
-Name of applicant 
-Name of examiner 
-Date of interview 

-Type of interview (personal or telephonic) 

-Name of participant(s)) (applicant, attorney or agent, etc.) 

-An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

-An identification of the claims discussed 

-An identification of the specific prior an discussed 

-An indication wheiher an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the genera! nature of the agreement (may be by attachment of a copy 
of amendments c claims agreed as being allowable). (Agreements as to allowably are tentative and do not restrict further action by the examiner to the 
contrary.) 

-The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview 
-Names of other Pafeni and Trademark Office personnel present. 

The Form also contains a statement reminding the applicant of his responsibility to record the substance or the interview. 

It is tfesireabie thai the examiner orally remind the applicant of his obligation to record the substance of the interview in each case unless both applica.nl and 
examiner agree that the examiner wilt record same.
